For the 
property owners Mr. Eymann gave 
testimony while Messrs. W. C. Cline, 
Fred McMullen, Ernest Gallee, E. O. 
Bowden, added to what Mr. Eymann 
had stated. For the city, Inspectors 
Spafford and Brest as well as Street 
Superintendent Froehde gave their 
testimony. It developed that the 
street is not according to specifica- 
tions in a good many points, but 
Street Superintendent Froehde gave 
a report on the tests made of the 
material used and found it to be 
first class, and he evidently believes 
that property owners will get excel- 
lent service, but to guarantee that 
service he had required the contrac- 
tor to give him a surety bond in the 
sum of $400, before he would accept 
the street, to repair the surface of 
the street should it not hold up. 
Property owners’ principal objection 
was to the surface, which they stat- 
ed was decidedly rough-.before the 
coating of oil and screenings w

W. V. Hill, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Electric Railway Associaticn, 
said: ‘Since the governor iailed to 


last session, on the ground that reg- 
ulation is a matter for local author- 
ities, a number of cities have passed 
regulatory ordinances, some of which 
have been subjected to the referen- 
dum, but, in each case, sustained at 
the polls by a large majority. 

“Three cities, Venice, Fresno and 
San Diego, declined to issue licenses 
‘to the jitneys to compete with elec- 
| tric lines giving adequate service, 
lon the ground that there was no 
|public necessity for their operation. 
“Stockton did likewise, but this 
| has been subjected to referendum. 
| Riverside has also declined to issue 
licenses except along routes where 
there are no electric facilities. 
one or two other cities regulatory 
ordinances have been passed but not 
‘enforced. Some cities, such as Oak- 
‘laud, have excluded the jitneys from 
|congested districts. 

“Bakersfield, by a three to one 
vote, sustained an ordinance passed

and several cities, that have not yet 
passed fegulatory ordinances, have 
them under way.

RECONSTRUCTION OF UNIVER- 
SITY DESCRIBED BY ITS 
PRESIDENT 


In his annual report, just issued, 
President Benj. Ide Wheeler de- 
scribes the reconstruction which has 
just been brought about of the sys- 
tem of ‘colleges’ and “schools” 
which constitute the inner organiza- 
tion of the University of California. 
This reconstruction was made neces- 
sary by the emarkable recent 
growth of the University in students 
and in complication of courses and 
the great development of graduate 
and professional instruction, 

“The three ‘colleges of general 
culture, Letters, Social Sciences, 
and Natural Sciences,’ says Presi- 
dent Wheeler, “have been consoli- 
dated into one new college called 
the ‘College of Letters and Science.’ 
The studies within this college lead 
all its students to the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts (A.B.). 

“Through the establishment of the 
Engineering Council, the Council of 
Letters and Science, and the Coun- 
cil of Agriculture, the three great 
natural divisions of the undergradu- 
ate University have been plainly rec- 
ognized and made the basis of the 
first and fundamental grouping. Each 
of the three councils exists only as 
a standing committee of the Aca- 
demic Senate. 

“In addition to these councils there 
lexists, also, as a committee of the 
Senate, the University .Council, rep- 
resenting, by delegates, all the col- 
academic, 





leges of the University, 
technical, and professional. It pre- 
pares legislation for the Senate,

“The councils, like the colleges 
and departments composing them, 
represent vertical sections of the 
University, i.e., their boundaries run 
up and down across teh student 
classes. At right angles to these 
boundary lines there run in horizon- 
tal stripes, like the boundaries be- 
tween the classes, the three follow- 
ing grand divisions of the student 
body: 

“(1) The Lower Division (the 
freshman and sophomore classes), 
represented by the Advisor, as Dean 
of the Lower Division. 

“(2) The Upper Division, in charge 
of the Dean of the Faculties. 

“(3) The Graduate Division.” 

President Wheeler predicts that 
the Graduate Division will hereafter 
concern itself with professional as 
well as merely with “graduate” stu- 
dents. 

“Now that the technical and pro- 
fessional schools have come to oc- 
cupy a permanent place in the grad- 
uate area,’ he writes, “the graduate 
schoo! must no longer be restricted 
merely to those courses leading to 
the degree of Ph.D, and the horizon- 
tal stripe representing graduate 
study must stretch across the verti- 
cal section of the technical and pro- 
fessional schools as well as of the 
others. Courses in medicine and en- 
gineering requiring graduate studies 
have, evidently, common _ interests 
with the graduate courses in philos- 
ophy, notably, for instance, in the 
determination of what constitutes 
graduate status. One and the same 
University cannot well maintain two
